The following topics 
being considered: replacement of glass door and review of the mullions that will be added 
to the windows that have been installed. 


Proposed Door: Fiber Classic Mahogany Collection from ThermaTru Doors. Autumn 
Harvest color was chosen. The configuration for full glass door and full sidelights is 
preferred. 


Proposed Mullions for Windows: Looking to install mullions with a 4 of an inch profile. 
(After Market Mullions) 


Commissioner Gervais made a motion to approve the plans as presented for 7 Village 
Lane for an outer front door with full glass and full sidelights with Autumn Harvest color 
to match window trim. 


Four Commissioners voted in favor of the motion and one Commissioner abstained due to 
being a neighbor. 


8:20pm- 18 Robin Hood Road (Informal Hearing) with owner, Mr Joe Alouia. Plan is to 
build a detached garage on the Parker Road side of this corner lot with the entrance at 
Parker Road. 


Elevations shared for proposed garage along with current pictures of the house. 


The Commission does not have jurisdiction over the plans for the garage due to this being 
anew construction. We can review the plans informally and as a courtesy we can write a 
letter of support regarding the plans for the new construction. The garage will have the 
same roofline and design of the house. 


Motion made to write a letter of support for the new construction. 


All Commissioners voted in favor of writing the letter of support. 


They 
did not come before the Commission for approval. JoAnn Robinson will be in touch with Ali 
Carter regarding this matter.
